STALLIONS. . . 

This year has seen the dethronement of 
Brighter London, who for five years has 
reigned supreme, The red rosette on this occa- 
sion was awarded to Knocklong Boy, bred by 
Mr. Batt Kirby, and who was second last year 
to Mr. James Power's good horse. Knock- 
long Boy, now in his eleventh year, fills the 
eye as a sturdily built horse of ideal physique, 
and certainly his racecourse career, with a 
pedigree entering into some of the best blood, 
makes him a most desirable type as a sire 
likely to get the acai eS hunters. 

Brighter London retains all that appearance 
of quality and hardiness which for consecutive 
years won him the good opinion of discerning 
judges, and he has succeeded in transmitting 
those attributes to his stock. 
Mr. George Wilson, with Belgravian, a 
handsome seven-year-old bay, was_ placed 
third. He was bred by Major Musker, 
whose father some years back kept a 
big string of horses in training in England and 
at Maddenstown Lodge, Curragh. Belgravian 
is a horse of nice size and’ good quality.

YEARLINGS.

I matches and cigarette ends when they gu 
to the country for a holiday. Grass, 
bracken and furze have recently been as 
dry as tinder, and only the other day a 
whole hedge was burnt out near Shankill, 
ossibly owing to the activities of travel- 
4 tinkers. Once a fire gets a good start 
in bracken or heather it is extremely diffi- 
cult to extinguish, and usually the only 
thing that can be done is to limit its field 
of operation. In the deer forests of Scot- 
land heaps of twigs are stored at inter- 
vals, so that when there is an alarm of 
fire the keepers can tackle it immediately 
by beating down the flames. At Whip- 
snade ‘‘Zoo,”’ which is situated on a high 
plateau, the shrubberies of the surround- 
ing slopes are studded with stacks of 
besoms, to be used against fires, but the 
visitor whose curiosity is aroused by these 
objects will be told that they are known 
locally’ as  ‘“‘ witches’ garages.” The 
heather broom appears to be the most suit- 
able implement yet devised for beating out 
fires, and a few stacks of these articles, 
distributed in places like Howth, for 
instance, would ‘prove very useful in deal- 
ing with a sudden outbreak.

FARMS OF LESS THAN £2,000, 

Mr. RODDY moved an amendment to pre- 
vent compulsery acquisition of farms yalued 
for less than £2. 000. 

Mr. DILLON, supporting the amendment, 
warned the Minister of the consequences if 
the Minister attempted to acquire such farms, 
It surprised him that Fianna Fail Deputies 
could not see what was likely to happen if 
the Land Commission seized their neighbours’ 
farms. If they wanted to solve the problem 
of congestion they should do it not by com- 
pulsion, but by inducement. 

Mr. SMITH (¥.F., Cavan) said that his 
party believed that a serious effort should be 
made to relieve congestion.

Mr. AIKEN said that if the amendment 
were passed it would wipe out the power of 
the Government to take vested lands for 
sports fields, and one of the powers that they 
did not. want taken away was the power to 


/take land for sports fields for towns and 


villages. 

Mr. DILLON (C.P., Donegal) said that he 
thought it would be a very rare case which 
would justify the Minister in removing a 
man from his house to provide land for the 
purpose of a sports field. 

Mr, AIKEN said that there were cases in 
the country where evicted tenants were living 
on the fringe of farms which were the sources 
of livelihood of proprietors who did not 
work the farms, and if the amendment went 
through they could not take over (hose un- 
tenanted lands for the evicted tenants.

FLOUR-MILLING, 


MR. MCGILLIGAN’S 
ASSERTIONS. 


On the motion for the adjournment, 

Mr. McGILLIGAN drew attention to the 
unsatisfactory reply he had received from the 
Minister for ir si and Commerce to his 
guestion earlier in the day concerning flour 
supplies and prices. To any person who 
wanted honestly to answer, he said, it was 
clear that there stood ott one thing: had 
there been a demand made upon certain im- 
porters of flour in this country that they 
should get in by the énd of July a certain 
quantity of flour? 

‘The answer to that,’’ he continued, ‘‘ was 
that my information was incorréct. The 
honest answer would have stated whether 
there was or was not an emergency caused 
here by sudden lessening of the quota given 
to certain people and the inability of certain 
other people to supply.’ 

Mr. MAGILLIGAN said that he had asked 
was there a meeting recently convened, and 
was there discussed at that meeting the 
alarming’ inability to supply.

SLIGO’S PLIGHT. | 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said that he took the 
Minister’s reply as typical of what came from 
him as accurate replies on matters of import- 
atice to the State.

normal time, beeause of the fact that some- 
ene blundered in relation to the cutting down 
of the quota-of flour allowed to certain firms?

The MINISTER, continuing, said that 
within twelve months of the Fianna Fail 
Government taking office the picture, so far 
as the flour milling industry was concerned, 
had been reversed. They had more applica- 
tions for flour-milling licences than were 
necessarv for the needs of the country. Some 
anplications for licences had been rejected. 
They had now a milling capacity in excess of 
their requirements. - 

Mr. McGILEIGAN—Except when the 
emergency arises, 

The MINISTER—And Deputy McGilligan’s 
sole reaction to that situation was one o 
jealousy that he had not either the energy 
or the ability to produce that result. 

The debate then closed, and the Dail ad- 
journed until five o’clock this evening.

There were about 9,800,000 insured persons, 
aged 16-64, in employment in Great Britain at 
July 24th, This was 8,000 more than a month 
before, and 549,000 more than a year before, 
states a Ministry of Labour return.

A New Betting Bill?

Italy’s Fascist Government has ad- 
vanced a stage further in its programme 
of practical relief works. On Saturday 
last Signor Mussolini laid the foundation 
stone of a new town—the town of 
Sabaudia. This is the second town to. be 
built on the land reclaimed from the a 
derelict Ponttne Marshes. The first was 
Littoria, and there will be a third, for 
which the name Pontilnia has been chosen 
already. Sabaudia, says the Rome Cor- 
respondent of The Times, was virgin soil 
only last week, but the intention is that 
its main buildings, streets and public 
places will be ready to be opened by the 
next birthday of Rome, on April 28th, 
1954. This process of land reclamation 
is one of the most important achieve- 
ments of Signor Mussolini’s Government. 
Too often, in other lands, relief works 
mean a frenzy of useless road-building, 
or, as the congested districts of our own 
country can remember, a plethora of piers 
along a coast that has no boats. The 
Italians have applied themselves to the 
problem with infinitely greater common- 
sense. From the days of Ancient Rome 
the Pontine Marshes have been not merely 
a useless, but a positively dangerous, 
area; they have supported nobdédy, and 
they have been the source of innumerable 
deaths from malaria. Now, alter three 
thousand years, they are acquiring a 
value. Last year the harvest gathered 
from the newly-reclaimed land amounted

Electricity in Belfast. 


The Belfast Corporation's electricity 
undertaking appears to be in a prosperous 
condition. During the year 1932-1933 it 
sold a total number of 71,082,694 units, 
representing an increase of 275,606 units 
on the previous year’s consumption. The 
success of the undertaking, of course, 
depends to no small extent on the demand 
from the great shipyards; last year the 
yards were almost continually idle, and 
their demand decreased by over 50 per cent. 
On the other hand, nearly 3,000 new con- 
sumers have been connected during the 
year, and large increases have been made 
in the mileage both of underground cables 
and of overhead lines. The City Electrica] 
Engineer was unable to recommend a 
general reduction in the rates charged to 
consumers, but he recommended a 
cheapening of certain specific rates. A 
reduction will be made in the rate for com- 
mercial heating and cooking, and for 
school, church and mission hall lighting. 
The point, however, which will have the 
highest interest for Free State consumers 
of electricity is that there will be no in- 
crease in the Northern charges, which are 
appreciably lower than the rates prevail- 
ing south of the border. We hope that the 
Electricity Supply Board will take a leaf 
out of the Belfast Corporation’s book in 
the near future, and will make an effort to 
reduce its charges. The Northern authori- 
ties take the very sensible view that a 
reduction of price must mean an increase 
in the number of customers. Two years 
ago the Free State raised its supply rates ; 
consumption very naturally showed a poor 
increase, but the Electricity Supply Board 
has refused to draw the manifest moral, 
and still retains its high charges.

Cheaper Holiday Travelling. 


Late holidays make Christmas travel- 
lers, and business people will be cheered 
by the decision of the four main British 
railway companies to extend the issue of 
summer tickets until the end of the year. 
This means that until the end of December 
return fares will be at the pré-war rate of 
a penny a mile. Summer tickets for travel 
on any day of the week by any train are 
available between any two stations, with 
minimum fares of four shillings first class 
and two shillings and sixpence third class. 
The outward halves of tickets are available 
for three days, and the return jouyney may 
be made at any time within one calendar 
month. A break in the journey ® allowed 
in both directions, and in many cases the 
passenger has the choice of an alternative 
route for the return journey. The,issue of 
these summer tickets has accounted for a 
very large increase in passenger traffic. 


Road Accidents. 


Lord Trenchard’s notice urging’ drivers 
of private motor cars to exercise more care 
has been followed by instructions to police 
patrols to watch for careless road users, 
and particularly for those who neglect to 
give clear signals before turning corners. 
These steps are being taken with a view 
to reducing the number of accidents on the 
roads. This subject is receiving the close 
attention not only of the police, but also 
the Home Office, the Ministry of Transport 
and the magistrates. Most authorities hope 
that a speed limit may be avoided, but í 
accidents continue at the present rate there 
is little doubt that it will have to be 
revived. 


Waterloo Bridge. 


After seven or eight years of uncertainty 
there is at last a possibility that some- 
thing will be done with regard to the 
reconstruction of Waterloo Bridge. Various 
schemes for its demolition have proved 
abortive, and it is now proposed to proceed 
with plans for strengthening. and widen- 
ing the old bridge. The cost is estimated 
at, £750,000, and the operations will not 
be finished for some years. ' The three 
central arches, which have subsided so 
much that there is a three mile an hour 
speed limit for vehicles passing over that 
portion, will be completely removed and 
rebuilt, while the whole structure will be 
under-pinned. When completed the bridge 


will accommodate two more lines of trafic. -

New Zealand Dairy Produce.

HAVANA, Tuesday. 

In spite of the reiterated desires of all 
the political parties in Cuba for his 
abdication, President Machado again 
announced this afternoon that he intended 
to remain in his present position. 

“ I am, and shall continue to be, the 
President of Cuba,’’ he declared, “ in 
the plenitude of all my constitutional 
prerogatives, of which I may not yield the 
smallest part without betraying the con- 
fidence deposited in me by the Cuban 
people.”’ 

Many of the Cuban people are, on the 
contrary, dead or dying to-day as the 
result of the confidence which they placed 
in a false radio report last night that the 
President had resigned. 

A frenzied crowd had gathered before 
the Presidential Palace to celebrate the 
news, when suddenly soldiers and police 
stationed on the top of the Palace and 
other strategic points turned _ their 
machine guns on the mass of humanity. 

The crowd fled in terror through the. 
streets, shouting, singing, and crying as 
they fell, and. according to the Chicago 
Tribune, many of the wounded pressed 
their way into the American Embassy 
seeking an asylum and refuge. 

No authentic figures can be obtained of 
the number of casualties, but it is believed 
that at least twenty were killed and some 
hundred wounded, while many others were 
arrested. 

A report was circulated in Havana 
to-lay that a British warship was on its 
way here, but no confirmation of the 
rumour can be obtained. 

So far as can be ascertained all are well 
among the British colony here.

NAZI AUXILIARIES 


TO GO, 
MEE DT 


RENDERED SUPERFLUOUS 
BY SECRET POLICE.

The Nazi auxiliary police of Prussia, the 
“ Brown Shirts,’’ who have played such an 
important part in bringing about the Nazi 
revolution, are to be dissolved on Tuesday 
next, 

Captain Goering, the Prussian Premier, in 
announcing their dissolution, declared that 
the force ' had completely fulfilled the pur- 
pose of its formation,”’ 

The disappearance of the Hitler Brown 
Shirt auxiliary police from Prussia fulfils a 
promise made at the time of their formation 
on February 22nd to assist in carrying 
through the Nazi revolution, that they would 


vailed in Germany. 

Official figures of their exact number have 
been consistently refused on the ground that. 
they depended on local conditions, often being 
in service only for a short period or for a 
particular purpose. 

Their existence has been rendered to a 
large extent snperfluous by the secret police, 
the body which is responsible for keeping 
political order and suppressing opposition in 
Prussia, and which is reeru from the 
trusted adherents of the new régime, — 

The German newspapers, having been in- 
formed that further comment is not desired, 
have dutifully refraimed: from printing any, 
but, in the opinion of Government circles, 
Captain Goering showed that he had a sense 
of humour in announcing the dissolution at 
this time, as it comes on top of Austria’s 
request for a force of 18,000 auxiliaries.

AR has broken out on the Syrian 
frontier of Iraq between Assyrian 
Christians (who recently left their terri. 
tory in Iraq and crossed into Syria) and 
the Iraq Frontier Army. 

The casualties up to the present in the 
Ihagi Army are twenty dead and 45 
injured, while 95 of the Assyrians have 
been killed during the week-end battle 
and a large number wounded. TheNight- 
ing is still proceeding. 

The trouble, which has been threatening 
for some time, appears to have been due 
to dissatisfaction among the Assyrians, 
who were staunch supporters of Great 
Britain during the War, with the arrange- 
ments made when the British mandate 
over Iraq expired. 


DISARMING REQUEST. 


Thirteen hundred of these Assyrian 
Christians, annoyed at being requested to 
surrender their arms, recently left their 
mceuntain homes and marched away inte 
Syria. 

The Iraqi Government then declared 
that they could not return so long as they 
were armed, and requested the French 
authorities in Syria to disarm them under 
the terms of the treaty of bon voisinage. 

The French authorities announced that 
this had been done, and that the rebels 
had been ordered to withdraw from the 
Iraqi frontier & little distance into Syria; 
but this does not seem to have prevented 
the hostility between the Assyrians and 
the Iraqi from blazing suddenly into open 
warfare.

“PANIC” OVER THE

E outside of Leinster House provided 

a strong contrast to the inside during 
yesterday 's session. In Kildare street 
there was a crowd of people outside the 
ates for nearly all the evening, some 
Cola obviously, visitors up for the Horse 
Show, though others gave the impression 
that they were waiting about for some- 
thing or another to happen. There was 
certainly an air of police activity which 
is usually lacking, and even Pressmen had 
their cards carefully scrutinised before 
they were allowed inside the House.

Up to Mr. McGilligan’s motion on the 
adjournment our only thrill was the sight 
of Mr. MacDermot occupfing the Presi- 
dent’s seat—and even that did not imply a 
spectacular coup d'état; he had merely 
dropped into it for a moment to converse 
with the Attorney-General. 

The Land Bill was the cause of all the 
trouble, or or one should say the 
lack of trouble.: The Land Bill is a very 
important’ measure, which needs to be 
debated fully, but it is a regrettable con- 
sequence that the longer it goes on the 
less ‘“‘copy’”’ it provides. It was de- 
bated yesterday for seven and a half 
hours, and is not finished yet. Care in 
drafting it, however, is essential, 
as Mr. Dillon pointed out; when 
the duties were imposed on tins for treacle 
and jam, he said, it was thought sufficient 
to designate the tins as “ containers,” 
but the Customs authorities took the word 
to mean “ portmanteaus,’’ with awkward 
results. For fear of even worse conse- 
quences, therefore, we must not grudge the 
leisurely progress of the Land Bill. 


ADJOURNMENT LIVELINESS 


Mr. Roddy introduced a great number of 
the amendments, but they were of so 
technical a nature that little comment can 
be made on them here. The hour of 10.350 

.m. was reached without incident, but 
Mr. McGilligan, unsatisfied with the 
answer to an earlier question of his on 
the shortage of flour, raised the matter 
again on the adjournment, and kept the 
Dail sitting for another half-hour.

In an editorial article The Times to-day 
observes:—There is no need to examine 
too critically the communiqué which has 
been issued in Berlin giving the official 
German version of the friendly representa- 
tions made by the French Ambassador and 
the British Chargé d’Affaires and of their 
reception by the German Foreign Office. 
What matters. is not so much the im- 
pression which the German Government 
are endeavouring to give their own people 
of their attitude towards these representa- 
tions, as the extent to which they permit 
the practices to continue which cause tle 
representations to be made. Towards the 
end of last week the Italian Ambassador 
informed the German Foreign Office of the 
view taken in Rome of the intensive cam- 


paign conducted by the German Nazia 
against the Austrian Government. Ón 
Monday the British and French repre- 
sentatives in Berlin, in separate interviews 
with the German Foreign Minister, sought 
to impress upon him the necessity of 
putting some restraint upon the Nazi air- 
men and broadcasters, who, by virulent 
propaganda, are seeking to foment dis- 
order and to bring about a change of 
Government within. a neighbouring 
country. 

The official German communiqué de- 
scribes these representations as inad- 
missible. But the organised dissemination 
by German airmen of what in Austria are 
seditious leaflets, and the systematic 
incitement to disaffection. poured out over 
-Austria from broadcasting stations within 
the German frontier, constitute an obvious 
outrage on the accepted usages of 
international intercourse. Equally ob- 
viously, they violate the spirit of the Four 
Power Pact recently signed by Germany, 
since they endanger the co-operation for 
peace which it was the object of that Pact 
to confirm. It is inconsistent, at the 
least, in the German Government to ex- 
pect sympathetic study of Nazi promise 
and performance while it ferseveres in 
open provocation in a matter which con- 
cerns not Germany alone, but the whole 
of Europe, and while it maintains this 
provocation as a necessity of the Nazi 
régime.

One of the stones struck the window 
on the side on which Mr. Cosgrave was 
sitting, but did not break through the 
glass. 

Mr. Cosgrave’s escort, which was travel- 
ling immediately behind him, did not see 
the attack. 

Other cars as they arrived during the 
evening were attacked by the mob, which 
numbered several thousand, windows of 
cars being broken, and at least one person 
injured. 


ORGANISER MAULED, 


Mr. Jack Grant, an assistant Cumann 
na nGaedheal organiser, had his face and 
hands cut, and he received a severe maul- 
ing from several men, and his injuries 
required the attention of the St. John 
Ambulance men on duty. | 

When the crowd at one period turned its 
attention to cars crossing O'Connell ee 
on their way to the Metropole, Civic Guards 
diverted the cars by way of Capel Street 
Bridge and Abbey street. — 

In some cases, however, when the drivers 
of cars saw the hostile nature of sections of 
the crowd, they decided to return home 
rather than risk the wrecking of their 
vehicles, 

A force of seventy Civic Guards was on 
duty early in the evening when General 
O'Duffy and Commandant FE, J. Cronin 
(organising secretary of the National 
Guard) arrived wearing blue shirts, and 
entered the building without molestation. 
Towards 10 o’clock, however, the crowd 
became unruly, and there was boohing and 
hooting, mingled with counter-cheering, as 
each car deposited its occupants outside 
the Metropole. 

At the height of the demonstration 
Commandant Cronin appeared at the door- 
way, the hooting gathered vehemence, and 
a young man broke through the police 
cordon, and made to attack him. A Civic 
Guard superintendent and an inspector 
rushed up and succeeded in striking off 
the assailant, who was later taken into 


custody. 


POLICE BATON CHARGE. 

Commandant Cronin’s shirt was torn in 
the affray. 

The police then drew their batons and 
charged the crowd, in order to drive them 
back from the building. 

Every fresh appearance of a “‘ blue 
shirt ” led to further demonstrations, and 
it was considered to be tod dangerous to 
take the man who was in custody through 
the hostile crowd, so he was held by two 
Civic Guards outside the main entrance. 
During one attempt to “rush ” the people 
entering the doors the detained man tried 
to bolt from his captors, but he was 
quickly seized and later taken away in a 
van. 

Police reiníorcements arrived, and there 
were numerous scufíles up and down the 
street, in which men in evening dress and 
some in blue shirts, escorting ladies to 
the dance, were assaulted, 


REVOLVER DRAWN, 

About 11.50 p.m. stones were thrown at 
the Metropole building, some of them 
striking the metal and glass canopy above 
the entrance, making a noise like revolver 
shots. This led to a minor stampede 
among the crowd. A further fusillade of 
stones was thrown in at the entrance, and 
another Blue Shirt was injured on the 
knee. 

At one time the crowd became so menac- 
ing that a detective in Mr. Cosgrave’'s. car 


held themselves in readiness to defend the 
entrances. No shots were discharged, 
however. 

The crowd was finally driven to the 


held by a strong cordon of police. 

Mr. Cosgrave had only intended to 
remain for a few minutes, but it was 1.30 
a.m. before it was considered safe for 
him to leave. 

Shortly after midnight the crowds in 
O’Connell street began to disperse and the 
scattered groups which remained were 
moved on by the Civic Guards, a large 
number of whom remained on duty 
throughout the time the dance was in 
progress.

SCHEME OF ECONOMIC 
CO-OPERATION, 


The British Dominions Office announces 
that the report of the recent Imperial Com- 
mittee on Economic Consultation and Co- 
operation was considered at a meeting 
between representatives of the Governments 
of the United Kingdom, Canada, the Common- 
wealth of Australia, New Zealand, the Union 
of South Africa, the Irish Free State and 
India, at the end of July. It was intimated 
that the Governments represented at the 
meeting accepted generally the recommenda- 
tions in the committee’s report. It follows 
from the acceptance of the recommendations 
in the committee’s report that the Empire 
Marketing Board, as such, will be dis- 
continued after September 30th, 1933. 

Periodical market intelligence, notes and 
world surveys of production and trade will 
be continued, and will be financed on\a Co- 
operative basis as part of the work of the 
Imperial Economic Committee. It is also 
contemplated that the Executive Council of 
the Imperial Agricultural Bureaux should be 
invited to consider forthwith what research 
activities should, in its opinion, be conducted 
in future on a co-operative basis.

Pro- 
duction was *12,994 430 500-pound bales in 
1932, 17,095,594 in 1931, 13,931,597 in 1930, 


14,824 861 in 1929, and 14,477,874 in 1928, 
the aversea veedvction for the five years 
being 14,664,871 bales. This report indicates 
a yieid of jint cotton per acre of 198.4 pounds, 
compared with an mdication of 149.6 pounds 
at this time last year.

It 
is hard to eradicate, but the Japanese people 
must abandon the folly of believing in it if 
they are to make progress.’

Three centuries earlier a much _ipgprall alge 
age, Queen Elizabeth, made a similar re- 
proach to the inventor of the stocking frame. 
As proved in the masterly and comprehensive 
report on unemployment just published by the 
Engineering and: Allied Employers’ Federa- 
tion, it is, however, just those branches of 
trdde in which mechanisation has been least 
in evidence which show the largest proportion 
of men out of work, In no other industry 
has this been so serious as it is in shipbuild- 
ing, and mechanisation has most certainly not 
been the responsible cause here. 

Indeed, it may be argued that the depres- 
sion has, in fact, been deepened by the per- 
sistent opposition of the shipbuildmg opera- 
tives to the introduction of improved tools 
and methods, and by their imsistence on un: 
reasonable rules regarding the demarcation of 
work. Whether the unions concerned will 
prove less short-sighted with regard to thé 
introduction of welded work is as yet un- 
certain, though past history affords, little 
basis for optimism. . As one result of the 
shipbuilding collapse, marine-engine makers 
were in March, 1933, employing only 28.8 
men for every 100 they had at work in 1928. 
On the other hand, corresponding figures for 
trades in which mechanisation has 
been spécially prominent, show an actual 
increase of employment. Thus, in motor 
car building, 109.7 were at work last March 
for every 100 similarly employed in 1928, 
while the corresponding figure for electric- 
lamp makers was 159.2. Taking the engineer- 
ing trades as a whole, the numbers employed 
last March were only. 73.3 for every 100 em- 
ployed in 1928, which was relatively a good 
year in spite of a total unemployment roll 
of more than 1,250,000, 


THE WORLD CRISIS. 


An important roint brought out in the 
‘report under review is that up till 1929 the 
total number, employed was greater than in 
any pre-war year. It was not until the world 
crisis developed that the aggregate fell be- 
low pre-war records, and it is te this world 
crisis»that the report attributes 43 per cent. 
of the unemployment to-day. Thus in the 
occupations covered by the Census of Produc- 
tion, more were employed in 1924 
than in 1907. and even in 1930 the figure was 
higher than in 1907. It is important to note 
that the investigations made, in preparing 
this report, go to show that during the ast 
sixty years there have been several occasions 
in which the unemployed ‘percentage was 
as high as it is to-day, when it is estimated 
at 4.5 per cent. of the total population. 
Matters have, moreover, been aggravated by 
the fact that immigration is now actually in 
excess of emigration. In the decade of 1881- 
1891, 819,000 persons left the country. On 
the present population the opie ge. 
figure for the decade 1921-1931 would have 
been 1,181,000, while actually it was but 
568,400, and in 1931 there were 71,382 immi- 
grants and only 34,310 emigrants. 

In some other countries the proportion of 
unemployed is much higher than with us. 
In America it appears to be fully 10 per cent. 
of the population, and in Germany 8 per 
cent. 

The compulsory establishment of a 40-hour 
week has been suggested as a solution of the 
unemployment problem. The report quotes 
Mr. Colin Clark, statistical lecturer at Cam- 
bridge, as asserting that a 44-hour week 
would bring some ,000 more into employ- 
ment, while a 40-hour week would bring in 
no less than 1,300,000. This calculation is 
based in the assumption that output would 
remain unaffected.: Unfortunately, statistics 
cannot be treated simply as a problem in the 
rule of three; the basic assumption is ex- 
ceedingly improbable, and it is by no means 
unlikely that the actual effect of a compulsory 
40-hour week would be to increase rather than 
diminish the numbers at work. 

Even an international agreement would 
probably prove ineffective, since each nation 
puts. its own interpretation on the terms. 
Thus France is stated to permit of a 54-hour 
week, while still claiming to comply with the 
terms of the Washington Convention of 1919, 
which was supposed to establish an _ inter- 
national 48-hour week. Of course, past ex- 
perience warrants the belief that ultimately 
a shortening of hours will be one of the 
benefits made possible by increasing 
mechanisation, but as matters stand a com- 
pulsory 40 hour week would be ruinous.— 
Lngineering.

It is under- 
stood that the Dublin Trades Union Council 
has decided again to interview Mr. Lemass, 
and that the Minister has been asked to 
réceive a deputation from the Clothing Trades 
Group and from the Executive Committee 
of the Council at his earliest convenience.
